My Friend: 


I am asking you the most important question of life. Your 
joy or your sorrow for all eternity depends upon it. The 
question is: Are you saved? It is not if you are a member 
of some church, but, are you saved? It is not how good you 
are, but, are you saved? No one can enjoy the blessings of 
God or go to Heaven without being saved. Jesus said to 


Nicodemus in John 3:7, “Ye must be born again.”’ 


God gives 


us in His Word the only plan for salvation. The plan is simple, 


you can be saved today. 


First, my friend, you must rea- 
lize you are a sinner. Romans 3:10 
—‘“There is none righteous, no, not 
one.” Romans 3:22, 23—‘For 
there is no difference: For all have 
sinned, and come short of the 
glory of God.” 

There is no chance to be saved 


‘unless you come to realize you are 


a sinner. 

Because you are a sinner, you 
are condemned to die. Romans 6:23 
—‘For the wages of sin is death.” 
James 1:15—“Sin, bringeth forth 
death.” 

This means separation from 
God, in Hell, forever. How terrible, 
yes, my friend, but it is true. 
But God loved you so much that 
He gave His only begotten Son, 
Jesus Christ, as your substitute, 
Who bore your sin, and died in 
your place. Second. Corinthians 
5:21—“He hath made him [Jesus] 


to be sin for us, who knew no 
sin; that we might be made the 
righteousness of God in him.” 
First Peter 2:24—‘‘Who his own 
self bare our sins in his own body 
on the tree, that we, being dead 
to sins, should live unto righteous- 
ness: by whose stripes ye were 
healed.” 

Now we cannot understand how 
our sin was laid upon Jesus, but 
God says in His Word that it was. 
So your sin, my friend, was laid 
upon Jesus and He died in your 
place. It is true. God cannot lie.

The Conversion of Children 


By Rev. E. P. Hammond and R. A. Torrey 


No revival is what it ought to be if a good deal of at- 
tention is not given to the children, and much prayerful effort 
put forth for their conversion. If Christian people use the 
divinely-appointed means to lead souls, young or old, to 
Christ, they may confidently expect God’s blessing, but this 
is pre-eminently true in dealing with children. 


Dr. Duff, of Scotland, went to 
India and labored for the conver- 
sion of the heathen, yet with all 
his eloquence I heard him say in 
the Free Church Assembly Hall 
of Edinburgh, that his labors were 
a comparative failure until he 
turned his attention to the child- 
ren, and held up Christ as the 
atoning sacrifice for the sins. of 
the world, then their hearts were 
touched, and many repented and 
believed in the Lord Jesus. From 
that time on he began to speak of 
certainties instead of continuing to 
speak of possibilities. ‘‘Take heed,” 
said Jesus, “‘that ye despise not 
one of these little ones.” The word 
translated “despise” is a very sug- 
gestive word. It means literally to 
think down, to think little or no- 
thing of. Take heed that ye think 
not down one of these little ones. 
The conversion of a child may be 
of very little importance in our 


sight, but it is of immense im- 
“portance in Jesus’ sight. 


I. The Importance of the 
Conversion of Children 
1. The conversion of a child is 
important in ‘the first place be- 
cause children oftentimes die. Most 


people in Chicago die in childhood. 
For every one who dies between 
twenty and forty there are many 
who die between birth and twenty. 
So with very many of the children 
at any time upon the earth, they 
must be converted in childhood 
or pass into eternity unconverted. 
In spite of the large number of 
children’s caskets that pass us in 
hearses, it is hard to bring people 
to realize how likely children are 
to die. We look at the white- 
haired man and say he is likely to 
die soon, but we look at the little 
child and think that child has 
many years before it. That is not 
at all sure. We have very rude 
awakenings from this dream. 
Mothers and fathers, do you real- 
ize that your children may die? 
Up quick, then, and lead them to 
Christ before that day comes. If 
you do not it will be the darkest 
day you ever knew, but if you have 
led them to Christ it will not be 


‘a dark day. Lonely it will be but 


not dark. Nay it will be glorious 
with the thought that the voyage 
is over and the glory land reached 
quickly by one you love. Sunday 
school teachers do you realize that 


any one of the boys or girls in 
the class you teach may die any 
day? Up, then, and win them to 
Christ as speedily as you may. 


2. The conversion of children is 
important, in the second place, be- 
cause it is much easier to win a 
child to Christ than an adult. I 
once heard Dr. E. N. Kirk, of 
Boston, say, “If I could live my 


life over again, I would labor 
much more among children.” Dur- 
ing a series of meetings lasting 
sometimes five or six weeks, I

I never have known anybody in 
my life who knew this Book but 
what he believed it. These moder- 
nists do not know the Bible. The 
biggest ignoramuses I have ever 
known are folks who strut their 
stuff and say, ‘Scholarships a- 
gree’! They are ignoramuses! 

Do not be disturbed by the high- 
sounding words of wise men who 
‘know not God. I would rather sit 
for my philosophy of life at the 
feet of a woman who lives in a 
mountain cabin who can scarcely 
read but who knows God, than to 
sit at the feet of the greatest 
scholar the world ever saw, un- 
less the scholar knows God, too! 
Don’t let them bother you! 

I will listen to a scientist talk 
science, whether jhe is a Christian 
or a sinner. I will listen to a ma- 
thematician talk mathematics, 
whether he is a Christian or a sin- 
ner. But if somebody . wants to 
talk to me about God, I want to 
talk with somebody who knows 
Him. It is a wonderful thing to 
know God. : :

Now, God, this great God, this 
Almighty God, speaks, and He 
tells you what His name is. His 
name is Holy, Holy! Oh, how this 
country needs to get a new con- 
ception of the holiness of God! 

You know, we have minimized 
sin, humanized God, and deified 
man. And what a mess we are in! 
We have talked about man being

divine, and we have pulled God 
down to a level of human living. 

We have minimized sin! When I 
was a boy, everybody knew God 
was against sin. We>-said, “The 
Devil will get you if you do that. 
God will send you to Hell if you 
do that. God will punish sin. You 
can’t do that and get away with 
it! Somebody on the throne who is 
so holy and so good—He can’t 
stand sin!” A man who believes in 
a holy God does not have any trou- 
ble believing in Hell. Sin always 
produces Hell. 

I had no trouble believing in 
Hell when I was a country boy! 
I was just eleven years old, an in- 
nocent country boy when I was 
saved! I had never seen an auto- 
mobile. If I had seen one, you 
would not have seen me! I would 
have been moving yet! Out there 
in the country they sang the old 
country songs in the old country 
churches, and the birds, sang in 
treetops, and the wind made sad 
music in pine forests. I never had 
been drunk; I never had cussed 
or sworn or been guilty of gross 
sins. But I used to say as a little 
boy, “Maybe I am too mean for 


God to save me.” 


Talk about gray-headed men in 
this country saying, ‘“‘I don’t think 
God will send me to Hell’! I knew 
I was.going to Hell, a little in- 
nocent country boy, because I had 
sinned against a holy God and 
God’s eyes never looked upon sin 
with the least degree of allowance. 
There may be somebody here to- 
day who could never look into 
your mother’s eyes again if your 
mother knew about you; but you 
are going to look into God’s eyes 
some day. And Almighty God 
knows, and you are going to look 
at Him—straight in the eye! 

My mother used to say, “Look me 
in the eye, now, Son, and tell me 
the truth. Look right in my eye.” 
And I was guilty and... “Look 
me in the eye now.” Oh, how hard 
it was to look my mother in the 
eye! If there happens to be a sin- 
ner under this tabernacle, you 
wait until you turn your guilty 
eyes into the eyes of a God whose 
name is Holy! “Thus saith God, 
the high One, the lofty One...” 
He says, ‘My name is Holy’! A 
holy God! 

God Almighty is so holy that He 
cannot pick up any sinner that 
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ever lived until this sinner has 
gone through a foundation filled 
with blood. I remember speaking 
in a mission one time and some 
old bums came there and people 
said, ‘‘Send them around the back 
way. Give them a bath and a 
room.” And every bum went to his 
bed by way of a fountain! All of 
the men left their clothes in an 
incinerator. No germs were taken 
in. Authorities stood there and 
saw them take their showers. 
Hands were washed, the whole 
body was washed, then they 
would come out and put on a nice 
clean nightshirt and they put them 
in a clean bed! 

Why, if a sinner went to Heaven 
without a bath he would set up a 
stench that would run all the an- 
gels out of Glory! The archangels 
would hold their noses and Say, 
“T can’t stand it!” Jesus Christ is 
so holy He could not stand it! That 
is the reason. He has a fountain 
with blood. 


There is a fountain filled with 
blood 
Drawn from Immanuel’s veins; 
And sinners, plunged beneath that 
flood, 
Lose all their guilty stains. 


You will go to Heaven by way 
of a bath or you will never get 
there! Our business is to show 
them the bath! “Right this way, 
please. This way. Do you want to 
go to Heaven?” 

“Yes.” 

“Come down this aisle, right 
here; right through this door, right 
by the fountain. You have to meet 
a holy God where everything is 
clean! Get off your dirty clothes. 
You take a bath and you put ona 
nice robe. Dress yourself up for 
Heaven. Walk down the streets 
of gold. You will always be prop- 
erly dressed in a white robe of 
righteousness.” 


God Dwells in Eternity 


Now wait a minute! ‘Thus saith 
the high and lofty One . . . whose 
name is Holy.’”’ He tells us where 
His home is! “. . . the high and 
lofty One that inhabiteth eterni- 
ty”! Eternity! Eternity—mother of 
cycles and parent of ages!! Eterni- 
ty! That is the home where God 
dwells. Eternity! 


Just a moment. There was a 
time when there was not a flow- 
er, not a grain of sand, not a 
dewdrop, not a rose. There* was 
a time when there was nothing, 
nothing material. There was a 
time when there was no. time! 
Time depends upon movements of 
planets. Time is a_ parenthesis 
thrown in by Almighty God! And 
He threw a world into it. -He 
struck matches on the rock of His 
omnipotence and lighted suns to 
shine in it. Time has not always 
been, but God always has been, 
and eternity always has_ been. 
‘Thus saith the high and lofty 
One, My home is in eternity’! Talk 
about a quest for God. 

These modernists make me sick! 
Man goes around with a little in- 
tellectual light and says, “Where 
is God? Has anybody seen God 
anywhere around here?” Who 
could find Him? Who by searching 
can find Him? His home is in 
eternity. Who is He? God. What 
is His name? Holy. What does 
He do? He speaks, and when He 
speaks something happens. He 
speaks worlds into existence! He 
speaks solar systems into exis- 
tence! He speaks, and He is at 
home. He had a_ house before 
there was a planet. He had a 
house before there was a blade of 
grass. He had a house before a 
bird ever sang a song! He had a 
house before angels were made! 
Eternity! 

“Where do you dwell, God?” 

“Eternity!” 


“J will never get to see you. 
You are holy and [ am a sinner 
and you dwell in eternity!” 

“But wait a minute,” He says. 
“T dwell in eternity, in the high 
and holy place.” This picture set 
in the midst of prophecies concern- 
ing Jerusalem. 

Wait a minute! Jerusalem is a 
high and holy place where God 
had an appointment to meet His 
people. He says, ‘I’m there!’ Wher- 
ever God has a date, He is there. 
He is never one moment late. 

“To, I am with you alway, even 
unto the end of the world” (Matt. 
28:20)! He is there! 

‘Come unto me all ye ends of 
earth and be saved’! He is there. 

“T will never leave thee, nor 
forsake thee.” He is there. 

‘Go ye into all the world, and 
preach the gospel to every crea- 
ture, and I am with you.’ He is 
there. 

‘TI will not suffer you to be 


tempted above that you are able, 


but with every temptation I will 
have a way of escape’! He is 
there! 

‘The valley of death.’ He is 


there. Wherever you have a date 
with God, He is there. 

An old country farmer had one 
son. The old man had never had 
any educational advantages. He 
sent this boy off to university. The 
boy came home with a shattered 
faith. One day the old man was 
dying. The boy stood by the bed 
and said, “Father, how does it 
look in the valley?” 

The father said, “What do you 
mean by the valley?” 

“Father, you know you have al- 
ways talked about God being with 
you, Jesus being near you. ‘The 
doctor says you are in the valley 
of the shadow of death. How does 
the valley look?”

ty. Here I am today on this plat- 
form a ‘human being on my way to 
the grave, growing old by the pass- 
ing of days, but in this body of 
mine the omnipotent God who in- 
habits eternity has condescended to 
dwell! You have resurrection pow- 
er in your body. You have crea- 
tive power in your body. You have 
victorious power in your body. 
You have power that is eternal 
in your body. You are somebody, 
brother! 

‘I dwell in eternity and on the 
mountain where I promised to 
meet you in your body, if you are 
a lowly, contrite Christian.’ 

“What do You do that for, Je- 
sus?” Shall I tell you why? God 
says, ‘I'll tell you! I do that to 
revive the spirit of the humble 
and to revive the heart of the con- 
trite one. I move in to give you 
hope.’ 

I heard Dr. Bob Shuler the oth- 
er night preach a sermon. Rous- 
seau, the great literary genius, 
said, “I have no hope. I have no 
future.” 

No future! Over ninety years of 
age! Well, he has a future. He 
just does not know it! But I know 
mine. 

There is one verse of Scripture 
I am going to have to quit reading, 
or go to shouting. “Though the 
earth be removed from under my 
feet, I won’t get scared.’ It does 
not say it that way in the Bible, 
but it says it that way in the 
country language that I used to 
speak, and which I still speak. 
‘Though the earth be removed 
from under my feet...’ I am 
standing on it; it seems to be so 
steady. Everything seems to be 
fine. It begins to slip out from 
under me and I look around and 
say, “Let her slide! I don’t need 
it! Let her slide.”

Then follow up the absentees with 
a personal visit and find out for 
sure. Take the class roll and check 
each name, and make sure. How 
sad it would be if someone in your 
Sunday school class went to Hell 
and you did not even know wheth- 
er they were saved or lost! God 
will hold you accountable for 
them, so make sure who is saved. 


2. Get the Christians in the 
class to help you and set out to 
win all the unsaved in your class 
within this ten weeks’ period. 
Have Christians in the class agree 
with you to pray every day for 
these unsaved ones that they may 
find Christ. 


3. Give each unsaved person a 
copy of the little booklet, “What 
Must I Do to Be Saved” by this 
editor. Get the promise of each 
one to read it prayerfully. Then 
when you have given the booklet 
and gotten their promise to read 
it, call their attention to the de- 
cision form on page twenty-three, 
and say that you earnestly hope 
that when they shave read the 
pamphlet they will be reddy to 
make the decision and sign their 
name honestly, as forever turning 
to Christ and depending upon Him 
alone for’ salvation.

When 
some do stand then you must 
Shake hands with them fervently 
and tell them how glad you are, 
and urge others in the class to 
shake hands with them, too, in 
congratulation on their great 
decision to take Christ as Saviour. 
Then it would be well to have a 
public prayer asking God to lead 
these new converts on to Christian 
growth and development. 


o. But some who are nominal 
members of the class and who are 
unsaved will not be coming regu- 
larly to Sunday school. You must 
go to see them. Take your Bible, 
and tell them frankly you have 
come to ask them to take Christ 
as Saviour. Tell them that other 
members of the class have agreed 
to pray for them and you are 
trying to get every person in the 
class to definitely accept Christ as 
his own personal Saviour within 
this ten weeks’ period. Show that 
pupil just how to trust in Christ 
and depend upon Him. You can go 
over with him the little booklet, 
“What Must I Do to Be Saved?” 
or if you are familiar with the 
Scriptures, show him from _ the 
third chapter of John, or other 
Scriptures, how the moment he 
honestly turns from his sin to 
trust in Christ he is received and 
forgiven and has everlasting life. 
I think it would be well to stop 
and have prayer. Ask him to say 
the publican’s prayer, ‘God be 
merciful to me a sinner,” and add 
the words, “and save me for Je- 
sus’ sake.” Then you have a brief 
prayer asking the Lord to make 
the matter very clear and plain 
and to help the pupil to decide for 
Christ now. Ask him if he will 
take your hand as a solemn sign 
that here and now he _ takes 
Christ as his own personal Saviour 
forever. If he does take Christ as 
Saviour, ask him togo with youat 
once to tell other members of the 
family that he has trusted Christ 
and plan with him to come to the 
class next Sunday and let it be 
known to all.

one who bore your sin and died in 
your place. Now call upon = Him. 
Romans 10:13—‘For whosoever 
shall call upon the name of the 
Lord shall be saved.” : 

The first prayer for a sinner to 
pray is given in Luke 18:13—“God 
be merciful to me a sinner.’”’ Now 
you are a sinner and surely you 
are sorry because of ‘it. Right now, 
wherever you are, lift your heart 
to God in prayer. It does not take a 
long, loud prayer, for God is anx- 
ious to save you. Just say: O God, 
I am a sinner and I am sorry; 
have mercy upon me, and save me 
for Jesus’ sake. Now just take 
Him at His word. Romans 10:13— 
“For whosever, [that includes 
you] shall call upon the name 
of the Lord, shall be saved, [shall 
be, not might or can, but] shall 
be saved.” 

Just take God at His Word. 
When you have done what He has 
asked, claim salvation by faith, 
according to His Word. Believe 
and thou shalt be saved. No 
church, no lodge, no good works, 
no one but Jesus only can save 
you. 

The simple plan of salvation is:

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Did Editor Change Views on 
“Storehouse Tithing’’?

A friend writes from the South saying that a good preach- 
er read the debate on “Storehouse Tithing” in The Sword 
of the Lord and publicly referred to it. The person who 
heard him, writes me, “He said, as an introductory remark, 
that you used to hold the storehouse tithing position but 


evidently saw the ‘light’ when 


you got in independent work.” 


This preacher infers that for) 
selfish reasons I now teach that 
Christians ought to let the Holy 
Spirit lead them as to where they 
should send their tithes, but that 
formerly when I was a pastor, for 
equally selfish reasons, it is pre- 
sumed, I said that Christians 
ought to bring all their tithes to 
the local church treasury. 

But any such an idea is wrong, 
and no preacher has any right to 
make such a statement. I have al- 
ways maintained the same posi- 
tion as I have now on this ques- 
tion. Fortunately I am in print 
on every great doctrine in the 
Bible, and have been for years, 
and on most controversial ques- 
tions my position can be proven. 
For example, in THE SworD OF THE 
Lorp for November 16, 1934, I said 
the following on this question: 
“Here is not Mosaic law, but a 
New Testament church. Here is 
not law but grace. Here are not 
Jews as such, but New Testament 
Christians. Notice how the giving 
is to be done. 

(1). Every one is to be person- 
ally responsible to God and no one 
else, as to the way he gives. 

“(2). The giving is to be done 
once a week and the first day of 
the week, Sunday, is mentioned 
particularly. This Scripture does 
not command that the money be 
spent weekly nor even that it is 
turned over to the church then, 
nor at all. But each Christian, ac- 
cording to this Scripture, should 
lay aside, out of his income the 
Lord’s part at least once a week.

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“Where Shall the Tithe Go? 


“Jews were commanded, ‘Bring 
ye all the tithes into the store- 
house,’ referring to the temple at 
Jerusalem. It is not proper to ap- 
ply that absolutely to the church 
treasury because that Scripture is 
not speaking directly about a New 
Testament church treasury. But 
we know that in the great church 
at Jerusalem, Spirit-filled Chris- 
tians who gave so lovingly and so 
liberally to the glory of God, 
‘Brought the prices of the things 
that were sold, and laid them. 
down at the apostles’ feet’ (Acts 
4:34,35). Often Christians will 
want to bring all the tithes and 
offerings into the church of which 
they are members to be distributed 
in spreading the gospel. But each 
individual is accountable to God 
alone for where the money is 
spent. It must be spent for Christ, 


‘and in His name. The Holy Spirit 


will lead prayerful Christians 
where to designate the money 
which He provides for them to 
give in tithes and offerings. Cer- 
tainly the Lord’s money must not 


be spent on self or secular things. 
And it is equally certain that the 
Lord’s money should never. be 
used to support modernism, unbe- 
lieving preachers, or unscriptural 
work contrary to the Bible. Sup- 
port only those ministers and that 
work which exalts Christ, is true 
to the Bible, and results in souls 
saved and then EXPECT A BLESS- 
ING!” 

Remember that both of the above 
articles were written while I was 
pastor of what is now the Gali- 
lean Baptist Church in Dallas, 
Texas. The Bible has not changed 
its statement on this position, and 
I have not changed mine. 


And while I did not allow any 
selfish reason to teach an unscrip- 
tural doctrine in order to get more 
money when I was pastor, no one 
has a right to accuse me of selfish- 
ness now in still preaching what I 
preached then, and what the Bible 
clearly teaches, that every per- 
son is accountable to God for 
where he puts a tithe. He should 
pray about it, find the will of God, 
and give as God leads him. I be- 
lieve that Christians can find the 
will of God and ought to find it 
about this matter and no one has 
a right to leave that responsibility 
with others.

CHICKENS CAN’T DO EVERYTHING 


Chickens do not sweat. Perhaps you have wondered why. 
I have been told that their normal body temperature is 107 
degrees. Ours is 98.6. We begin to perspire when we get 
warmer than that, but chickens do not. God has made them 
that way because they live close to the ground where it is 
very hot in summer and they would be very uncomfortable if 
their body temperature were like ours. 


Did you know that chickens can 
sit on a roost, put their heads un- 
der their wings and go sound 4- 
sleep and snore all night long 
without falling off their perch? 
Try to sit on a stick some night 
to go to sleep! Of course, God did 
not make you as He made the 
chickens. Did you ever examine 
a chicken’s foot and leg? If not, 
you should do so. Sometime when 
Mother is preparing a _ chicken, 
look at the knee where she cuts 
it off and. notice the white, glist- 
ening tendon. If you pull this ten- 
don, you will find that the toes 
will close. When you release it, 
the toes will open. How is this 
possible? 


All domestic birds, including 


chickens, canaries, redbirds, black- 
birds and robins, have the same 
type of feet and legs. The tendons 
from the three front toes extend 
to the ball of the foot and the 
tendon from the back toe reaches 
the ball of the foot and there they 
unite to make one tendon. This 
comes around on the front of the 
ankle, runs through a channel and 
up across the knee through a 
canal and then spreads out on the 
thigh. When the chicken sits, the 
tendon is stretched and the toes 
pull shut. The chicken could not 
open its foot it it wanted to ex- 
cept by standing. When it stands, 
the tension is released and the 
toes can open. All the chicken 
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has to do is to keep sitting on the 
roost and even the wind cannot 
blow it off! 

Wild, carnivorous birds are not 
like this. The eagle, the hawk and 
the owl have claws they can close 
when stretched at full length from 
their bodies. God made them that 
way so that they could clutch 
the little animals which they 
catch and hold them firmly at a 
distance. If they had to pull their 
legs close to their bodies to close 
their toes, then the little rabbit, 
or snake, or whatever they were 
carrying, could bite and tear the 
breast of the eagle or the hawk. 
God is very wise and good. He 
knows how to make everything 
and fit it for the kind of life He 
wants it to live. That is the 
reason, children, He wants you to 
trust Him with your lives and 
your hearts. Then He will enable 
you to live the way He wants you 
to live. I am crucified with Christ: 
nevertheless I live; yet not I, but 
Christ liveth in me: and the life 
which I now live in the flesh I 
live by the faith of the Son of 
God, who loved me, and gave him- 
self for me (Galatians 2:20). 

Roosters are queer birds, aren’t 
they? But there are some won- 
derful things about them which 
boys and girls should imitate. In 
the first place, they rise early in 
the morning to begin their God- 
given task of crowing. Who ever 
heard of a rooster who slept until 
eight o’clock in the morning? 

The rooster does not refuse to 
crow because he cannot sing like 
a canary. He does not even try to 
imitate a redbird or a nightingale. 
He does what he can do in the best 
way he can. 

He does something very earnest- 
ly for which he is never praised. 
Did you ever hear anyone praise 
a rooster because he crowed well? 
But the lack of praise does not 
keep the rooster from crowing. 

The rooster has a very unhappy 
task. His work is to awaken 
sleepers. That needs to be done 
but nobody thanks the one who 
does it. 


The crowing rooster _ brings 
good news. He tells us that a new 
day has come in which we may 


know and serve our Lord. The 


day I got God’s prophetic telescope 
and tried to picture it the best I 
could. And I saw God’s house of 
eternity open. And we went in 
with God forever and forever and 
forever and forever! 

Dr. H. C. Morrison, to my mind, 
had more elements of a great 
preacher than any man I ever 
heard preach—more different, out- 
standing, striking elements. Dr. 
Morrison said years ago when he 
was president of Asbury College, 
Wilmore, Kentucky, he decided he 
would go on a preaching tour 
around the world. He had made 
all his plans, had told his friends. 
There was not much said about 
his going. He said he wrote an 
article in his own paper. One or 
two other church papers said Dr. 
Morrison was going on a preach- 
ing tour around the world. It was 
about the same time that Teddy 
Roosevelt went to Africa. He said 
all the headlines read, “Roosevelt's 
Going to Africa to Kill Big Game. e 
He was going around to preach 
the gospel and tell people about 
Jesus! | 

He said, “I went off over the 
Pacific towards China, Japan, 
Korea and India, to preach the 
gospel. I came back through Egypt 
and through Europe. Many were 
saved.” He said, “Strange to say, I 
landed in New York about the 
time Roosevelt got back from 
Africa. My boat got in a lit- 
tle ahead of time.” He said “I 
had a hard time getting through 
customs, because custom’s men 
didn’t know me. All the papers 
said, ‘Read About Roosevelt; Ted- 
dy Killed a Bear, Shot a Lion, 
Killed an Elephant; Read About 
It’! But nobody noticed me. I was 
just a preacher. I had been telling 
people God loved them and Jesus 
died for them. 

“IT got through the customs, call- 
ed my wife and told her I was 
getting in ahead of time. They 
weren’t expecting me for a num- 
ber of days. I got on the train in 
New York and. started for Ken- 
tucky.” He said, “You know, 
Bob, I didn’t see anybody on the 
train I knew.” And you would 
wonder about that. Dr. Morrison 
was the most striking-looking 
man you ever saw. He always 
wore a Prince Albert coat, had 
white hair, unusual type _ per- 
sonality. I wondered how he could 


travel across this country with-. 


out somebody seeing him, and re- 
cognizing him, but nobody did. 
He said, “I got off the train. 
My wife wasn’t able to meet me, 
but the colored boy who worked 
up at our house came down and 
said, ‘Dr. Morrison, Mrs. Morrison 
had a sick headache and couldn't 


rooster is dependable and per- 
sistent. He is a splendid advertiser. 
He tells what his associates are 
doing in the barnyard, for the 
hens lay. the eggs and he crows 
about it. 

The rooster never complains be- 
cause he must do the same thing 
over and over again. All he does 
is crow—in the morning and in 
the afternoon, before breakfast 
and after dinner—but he does it 
eladly. These are good lessons, 
children, for you to learn, and I 
hope you will learn them. 

I must tell you something about 
the hen’s egg. If you should spin 
an egg on a plate or do any- 
thing else with it, you could not 
turn over the yolk so it would be 
upside-down. God has made the 
yolk so that it is always in the 
right position inside the shell. You 
will notice that when you break 
an egg, or when Mother does, she 
scrapes out some of the white 
part with her fingers. The part 
that is scraped is a kind of rope 
that is attached to the side of 
the yolk and then to the side of 
the shell. This holds the dante: in 
place all the time. 

The yolk is made like a battle- 
ship. The bottom is very heavy 
and the top is very light. This en- 
ables it to float constantly in the 
white part with which it is sur- 
rounded. This structure of the 
yolk, plus the rope about which 
I have just told you, keeps the 
yolk right side up no matter how 
much it is twisted or turned either 
by human fingers or by the mother 
hen. God has made it this way 
because the life germ is in the 
top of the yolk and it must be 
near the breast of the mother 
hen so that the warmth from her 
body will cause the wee baby 
chicken to grow. Again, we can 
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come. She sent me down to take 
you home.’ 

“I got my baggage, got into the 
rattletrap buggy, started up the 
road toward home and I got to 
thinking, They welcomed Roose- 
velt—he had shot an elephant. The 
newspapers were full of his re- 
turn. I had been around the world 
telling men that God loved them 
and Jesus died for them. Here I 
was getting off the train in my 
little home town and nobody was 
there to meet me except the color- 
ed boy. And I hadn’t seen anybody 
that knew me.” Then he said, “It 
suddenly occurred to me that I 
am not home yet!” 

We are pilgrims and strangers 
in a strange land. Jesus Christ is 
still despised and rejected of men. 
He said, ‘Suffer with Me and you 
can reign with Me’! We will be at 
Home some day—Home with God 
in eternity!

You just cannot find any words 
to tell how wonderful Jesus is. I 
don’t want any instruments, I 
want some old country preacher 
to start it. I want us to stand up 
and sing, “On Jordan’s Stormy 
Banks I Stand.”

There 
is a reason, and this again shows 
the wisdom and the goodness of 
God. The shell of the egg is much 
thicker at the small end than it 
is at the larger end. For that 
reason the baby chicken’s nose is 
in the large end where the shell 
is thin. Then when the baby wants

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The Conversion of Children

have seen more children converted 
the first week than adults in all 
the weeks following. Children have 
no old prejudices to overcome as 
many grown people have. With the 
help of the Holy Spirit they are 
easily led to feel the great love 
of Christ in giving Himself to die 
for them, and when the simple 
story of His suffering and death 
is read and explained from God’s 
Word, they believe it, and exer- 
cise saving faith, and there and 
then the Holy Spirit effects a 
change of heart. Mr. Spurgeon 
once said in my hearing, “I could 
spend days in giving details of 
young children whom I have 
known and personally conversed 
with, who have given evidence of a 
change of heart,’”’ and he added, 
“I have more confidence in the 
spiritual life of such children 
whom I have taken into my 
church, than I have in the spirit- 
ual condition of adults thus re- 
ceived. I will go further and say 
that I have usually found a clearer 
knowledge of the gospel and a 
warmer love toward Christ in the 
child convert than in the man 
convert. I may astonish you by 
saying that I have sometimes met 
with a deeper. spiritual experience 
in a child of ten or twelve than 
in some persons of fifty or sixty. 
I have known a child who would 
weep himself to sleep by the month 
together under a crushing sense of 
sin. If you would know deep and 
bitter and awful fear of the wrath 
of God, let me tell you what I 
felt as a boy. If you want to know 
what faith in Christ is, you must 
not look to those who have been 
bemuddled by the heretical jargon 
of ‘the times, but to the dear child- 
ren who have taken Jesus at His 
word, and believed on Him, and 


- therefore know and are sure that 


they are saved.” 


Every year that passes over our 
heads unconverted our hearts are 
less open to holy impressions. 
Every year away from Christ our 
hearts become harder in sin. That 
needs no proof. The practice of sin 
increases the power of sin in our 
lives. God and Heaven and Christ 
and holiness lie very near child- 
hood, but if the child remains 
away from Christ, every year they 
become farther and farther away. 
When I see a child walk into the 
inquiry room of a Sunday even- 
ing, I feel quite certain that if 
a worker of any sense gets hold 
of that child it is going to be 
converted; but when I see a man 
or woman walk in there I do not 
feel at all as sure. The adult has 
become so entangled in sin, the 
mind has become so darkened by 
the error and skepticism that arise 
out of sin, there are so many 
complications added by each year, 
that the case of an adult is very 
difficult as compared with ‘that of 
a child. The fact is, that with very 
many if they are not converted in 
childhood ‘they will never be con- 
verted at all. Fathers and mothers, 
that is true of the children in our 
homes. Sunday School teachers, 
that is true of the children in your 


Sunday School classes. It is now 
or never. 


3. Conversion of the children is 
wmportant, in the third place, be- 
cause converted children are a- 
mong the most useful workers for 
Christ. They can reach persons 
who are inaccessible to everyone 
else. They can reach their school- 
mates and playmates, the Jewish 
children, the Catholic children, 
the children of worldly parents 
and infidels. They can bring them 
to Sunday School or to children’s 
meetings, and to Christ. You and 
I cannot get close enough to them 
to show them how beautiful Jesus 
is, and what joy and blessing He 
brings. They can. Then they can 
reach their parents oftentimes 
when we cannot. They will not 
listen to us, but they will to their 
children, 

There was a rough, drunken 
gambler in Minneapolis, Minne- 
sota. He often went by the mission 
door, but when a worker invited 
him in he repelled him with rude 
insults. But his child; about ten 
years old, was gotten into the 
Sunday School and won for Christ. 
Then she began to work and pray 
for her drunken papa, and a cot- 
tage meeting was at last held in 


his wretched home. The father took 
down his overcoat to go to the sa- 
loon. Little Annie asked him if he 
would not stay to the meeting. He 
roughly answered, ‘‘No.” “Won't 
you stay for my sake, Papa?” The 
man hung up his coat. The meet- 
ing began, and the man was surly 
and wished he was out of it. They 
knelt in prayer while he sat on 
the end of the sofa. One after an- 
other prayed. Then all were silent. 
Then Annie’s little voice was 
heard in prayer something like 
this: “God, save my papa.” It 
broke the wicked man’s heart, and 
then and there he accepted Christ. 
He afterwards became a déacon in 
my church. When New Year’s day 
came and many had testified for 
Christ, Annie arose and said: “Pa- 
pa used to drink and Mamma used 
to drink, Grandpa used to drink, 
and Grandma used to drink. But 
Papa is a Christian now, and 
Mamma is a Christian now, and 
Grandpa is a Christian now, and 
Grandma is a Christian now, and 
Uncle Joe is a Christian now, and 
Auntie is a Christian now. I guess 
we are all Christians down to our 
house now.” But the little girl her- 
self led the way. Wasn’t the con- 
version of that child important? 
Many a hardened sinner and many 
a skeptic has been led to Christ 
by a child. ~- 

When in Scotland I heard a 
touching story, showing how a 
child’s simple question was used in 
leading a scoffing skeptic to the 
feet of Jesus. It is a true story. 
I was acquainted with the father 
of the child. Let the skeptic tell 
the story: 

“As I stepped upon the platform 
at the railway station, a hand was 
laid upon my arm, and a voice 
said, ‘Norman, is this you?’ , 

“I turned and looked at the 
speaker. It was an old classmate, 
Richard ..., with whom I had 
agreed to pass a few weeks and 
had not seen for years. After we 
had pushed our way through the 
noisy crowd and were seated in 
his carriage I looked at him again, 
and exclaimed: 

“*Richard, how you have alter- 
ed! How different now from the 
wild youth of old!’ 

““*Yes, Norman, there have been 
many changes with me since we 
parted; but the greatest has been 
here,’ said he, smiling and gently 
touching his breast. 

““Humph!’ was my ejaculation, 
which elicited no reply. 

“That evening, as he, his’. wife, 
and myself were walking in the 
conservatory, and I was admiring 
some jessamines, he said to me, 
‘Norman, I have yet a little treas- 
ure to show you, and, although it 
is small, it is greater than all 
these, almost the greatest one I 
have. Can you guess?’ 


“When we went back to the 
drawing-room he showed to me his 
beautiful little girl, his only child, 
his little Bessie. I was not fond 
of children, but strangely did the 
little maiden win her way to my 
heart. Eight cloudless summers of 
her sunny life had passed, and had 
each one as it gently glided by left 
with her all its charms she could 
not have been more beautiful. 

That evening, sweet in memory 
to me, we became firm friends. 


She loved me because, when she 
asked Papa, he said he did. 

“The next day we all went out 
for a drive. Little Bessie was 
bright and beautiful as the day, 
but sometimes there was a strange 
thoughtfulness of expression upon 
her face which troubled me as 
being beyond her years. 

“As I was talking to her father 
I said something jeeringly about 
Him who had led the only pure 
life on earth. Richard said not a 
word in reply, but motioned me 
to look at Bessie. She was looking 
into my face with a gaze of ming]l- 
ed horror and surprise—an expres- 
sion such as I never saw before 
nor since, and which I shall never 
forget. It was for a moment. No 
one spoke. Then the little maid 
burst into a flood of uncontrollable 
tears, and I felt a certain shame 
that in the presence of one so pure 
I should have spoken what she 
had never heard before. Then she 
looked at me in a sort of pitying 
way, and said, ‘I thought you lov- 
ed my Jesus; oh, how could you 
have said that of Him?’ During 
the rest of the drive she lay upon 
her father’s bosom in perfect si- 
lence. 

“The next morning I was alone 
in my room thinking of all that 
had occurred, and a strange unac- 
countable feeling of seriousness 
was creeping over me, a sort of 
longing to be like her, when sud- 
denly the little one was at my 
side. I started as I saw her, and 
met the tender gaze of love and 
pity which she bent upon me. 
Her head was laid upon my 
arm, and for a moment both 
were silent. Then the silence was 
broken with the words, ‘Won’t you 
love my Jesus?’ and she was gone. 

“IT could not ridicule that lovely 
spirit. The next morning, and the 
next, and the next, the little girl 
came in the same way, said the 
same words and disappeared. I 
never answered her, and at no 
other time did she allude to the 
subject; but she never failed to 
come at that morning hour. 

“One day I said to her: “Tell me 
how, Bessie.” She looked at me a 
moment, and the next was seated 
on my knee, and the words that 
flowed, those simple, childish 
words in which she told the story 
of Christ’s love, never shall I for- 
get. My eyes were far from dry 
when she went away, but there 
was less sorrow on her face than 
usual. Morning after morning: she 
came, and never seemed weary of 
telling the sweet tale. But one 
morning she did not come, and I 
waited a long time in vain. No 
little feet came pattering along the 
hall; no little hand was clasped in 
mine; no little words of instruc- 
tion were lisped in my ear. Pres- 
ently there came a hurried knock 
at my door. It was opened with- 
out waiting for permission, and 
her father was with me. 

““Norman,’ said he, ‘she has 
just waked from a long and heavy 
sleep and is fearfully ill.

to get out, it does not have trouble 
cracking the thin shell at the 
large end. It would have a very 
difficult time trying to get out 
through the small end where the 
chicken’s bill is very soft. It could 
never peck its way out if God did 
not make a little tool for its use. 
The Lord in some strange way 
makes a very hard little cone to 
grow over the soft bill of the 
baby chicken. This litttle tool is 
hard enough to break the shell of 
the egg. It covers the soft bill 
until the baby chicken gets out 
of the shell. After the baby comes 
out, this little cone, almost as 
hard as a bone, falls off the baby’s 
nose, for the little bill will get 
hard very quickly and it will no 
longer need the cone. The won- 
derful God who made this won- 
derful preparation for the baby 
chicken’s life is the same God who 
wants to arrange your life for 


you. 


The baby chicken starts to 
breathe two days before it is 
born. There is enough air in the 
little air chamber to keep the 
baby breathing for just two days. 
Then when it takes its last breath 
of air and there is none left in 
the little pocket, it gives a gasp 
and the jerk of its head, as it 
tries to breathe, breaks the shell, 
and out it comes into a great new 
world.

done for the dear sufferer that 
two days passed almost in si- 
lence as we watched over her 
precious form. We knew from the 
first that she was no longer of 
the earth, and, indeed, it was a 
heavy burden for us to bear to 
think that she no longer would be 
the light of our hearts. I say we, 
for, though I was perhaps mistak- 
en, the little one had.so taken pos- 
session of my heart, that it seemed 
to me that she could not be 
dearer to those who had the first 
earthly claim upon her affections. 
At the end of the second day her 
life seemed partially to return. 
She opened her eyes and, smiling, 
said, ‘Dear Uncle Norman, won't 
you love my Jesus? Mamma loves 
Him, Papa loves Him, and I love 
Him, and am going to Him, and 
I want to tell Him that you will 
love Him.’ 

‘Bessie,’ said I, “Tell Him my 
heart and life are His forever 
more.’ 


“Mamma, Papa, I am so happy 
now. Now I have all I want. Now 
I come. I come, Lord Jesus!’ and 
the youthful spirit, so pure, so 
holy, returned whence it came— 
God’s little messenger had turned 
a soul to righteousness, and was 
called home.” 


4. The conversion of children is 
important because persons con- 
verted in childhood make the best 
Christians. If one is converted 
when he is old he has learned 
many bad tricks of character and 
life that have to be unlearned, and 
it is generally a pretty slow pro- 
cess. But when one is converted 


in childhood character is yet to be 
formed, and it can be formed 
from the beginning on right lines. 
If you wish to train a tree into a 
thing of beauty arid symmetry you 
had better begin when it is young. 
If you want to form a character of 
Christlike symmetry and beauty 
you would better begin in child- 
hood. That Christlike man of the 
olden time, Polycarp, who ended 
his life as a martyr at ninety-five, 
was converted at nine. That fine 
young man of the New Testament, 
Timothy, was brought up on Scrip- 
rture from a babe. I rejoice with 
all my heart when an old broken- 
down drunkard is brought to 
Christ. It means so much. But it 
means so much more when a 
child is brought to Christ. 

5. The conversion of children is 
important once more because there 
are so many years of possible serv- 
ice before them. If one is to live to 
eighty, say, if converted at seventy, 
there is a soul saved plus ten years 
of service. When the boy Polycarp 
was converted there was a soul 
saved plus eighty-six years of ser- 
vice. I think enough has been said 
to show that the conversion of the 
children is tremendously import- 
ant, in fact, the most important 
business the church of Christ has 
on hand. Surely it was well that 
Jesus said, “Take heed that ye 
despise not one of these little 
ones.” 


II. Who Is Responsible for thie 
Conversion of the Children? 
Now we come to another ques- 
tion, Who is responsible for the

conversion Of children? An easy 
question to answer. 


1. First of all, the parents are 
responsible for the conversion of 
the children. The first and great- 
est responsibility of parents re- 
garding their children is their sal- 
vation. The responsibility to feed 
and clothe and educate our chil- 
dren is nothing to our responsibili- 
ty to bring them to Christ and 
bring them up in Christ. The par- 
ent who fails to bring his chil- 
dren to Christ has failed at the 
main point of parental responsi- 
bility. Yet parents are willing to 
leave the conversion of their chil- 
dren to others, to the minister, 
to the Sunday School teacher, or 
even to chance. What would you 
think of yourself if you left the 
feeding of: your children and the 
clothing of your children to others 
or to chance? You would despise 
yourself, and well you might, but 
you would not really be as de- 
spicable as if you left the salva- 
tion of your children to others. 
This is your highest and most 
solemn obligation as a parent to 
bring your children to Christ. 
Have you done it? If not, then go 
at it at once. I sat in the station 
at Evansville, Indiana, one day 
waiting for a train. A man and 
wife came in with two babes, one 
a year-and-a-half old, the other 
three. They sat down to wait for 
another train. I turned to the man 
and said, “Are you a Christian?” 

“No sir.” 


“Then,” I said, “you are not fit 
to be the father of those children. 
God has laid a solemn responsibili- 
ty upon you in giving you those 
childen to bring up for Him.” And 
I say to every parent who is not 
a Christian, an out-and-out Chris- 
tian, you are not fit to be a parent. 
The highest responsibility of fa- 
therhood and motherhood, you are 
unfit for. Get fit today by taking 
Christ and then begin at once to 
lead your children to Christ. And 
you who are professed Christians, 
seek power for this work and be- 
gin at once. 


2. In the next place, the respon- 
sibility for the conversion of the 
children rests upon all pastors, 
evangelists and preachers of the 
Word. We are tpo exclusively oc- 
cupied with the grown-up people. 
But Christ’s first direction to the 
great preacher Peter was that he 
was to prove his love by feeding 
the lambs. The minister or evan- 
gelist who overlooks the young is 
disobeying Jesus Christ, and the 
warning of Christ should come to 
him with great power, “Take heed 
that ye despise not one of these 
little ones.”’ The fact is that it is 
our pride that leads us to neglect 
the children. It is gratifying to our 
vanity to think that the grown 
people and especially the men 
flock to our ministry. Anyone, we 
fancy, can interest the children, 
but it takes men of our own great 
mental caliber to interest the men. 
Oh, take heed, take heed! In the 
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eyes of our Master the children 
are of first importance. 


3. In the third place, the respon- 
sibility for the conversion of the 
children rests wpon the Sunday 
school teacher. The first and high- 
est duty of the Sunday school 
teacher is to lead his scholars to 
Christ. The Sunday school teacher 
has not done his whole work when 
he interests his scholars or even 
when he instructs his scholars with 
good, sound, orthodox Biblical doc- 
trine. His business is to convert 
them, to win them to Christ. Sun- 
day school teacher, the probability 
is that there are scholars in your 


class that will be led to Christ by 


you or else will never come. Do 
you realize that? When you next 
sit before your class let this 
thought sink deep into your heart, 
some of these scholars are to be 
won to Christ by me or lost for- 
ever. Oh, it is a glorious thing, but 
it is a solemn thing to be a Sunday 
school teacher. What an opportuni- 
ty! What a responsibility! Yet 
many and many a Sunday school 
teacher allows scholars to drift in- 
to their class and drift out of their 
class without any definite word to 
convert and save them! Under the 
first sermon I ever preached in 
Chicago a young woman was deep- 
ly stirred. She was elegantly dress- 
ed, and occupied a_ respectable 
place in society, but only because 
her history was not yet known. 
She was as truly a sinner as any 
woman of the street. The next 
night, in conversation, she told 
me all her shameful story. I plead- 
ed with her to accept Christ, and 
have her vileness washed away. 
She said that I was the first per- 
son who had ever spoken to her 
about her soul. Her mother was 
worldly, but for six years she had 
been a regular attendant at one 
Sunday school, but never once had 
her teacher approached her per- 
sonally about accepting Christ. 
And she had gone out into the 
world to sin and shame. What a 
responsibility rests upon the heads 
of that young woman’s Sunday 
school teachers! Oh! teachers, be 
soul winners, realize the immense 
importance of the conversion of 
the children to Christ and feel 
deeply your own responsibility for 
those in your class. 


4. After Sunday school teachers 


the responsibility for the conver- 
sion of the children rests upon all 
workers. We must save the old if 
we can, and, thank God in many 
cases we can, but we must save 
the children anyhow. In church, in 
inquiry meeting, on the street, in 
the home, everywhere, look out 
for the children, and take every 
possible opportunity to bring them 
to Christ. 


Ill. How to Convert the Children 

We come now to the last ques- 
tion and the all-important one, 
How can we convert the children? 


1. First of all, by prayer. True 
conversion and regeneration is the 
Holy Spirit’s work. It is He con- 
victs of sin and righteousness and 
judgment (John 16:8-11). It is He 
that leads to saving faith. It is 
He that makes children as well as 
adults new creatures in Christ Je- 
sus. And He works in answer to 
prayer. There must, then, be very 
definite prayer for the conviction 
and conversion and the regenera- 
tion of the children. We had one 
child that did not seem naturally 
as religiously inclined as the rest. 
One night I was led to ask prayers 
for that child. That very meght 
(or perhaps the next) when I went 
home I was told that the child 
burst into tears as she went to 
bed, and when her sister asked 
her what was the matter she re- 
plied, ‘Oh, I am afraid I shall die 
and go to Hell!” She did die, but, 
thank God, before the hour came 
prayer had been answered, and she 
was trusting Jesus and went to be 
with Him forever.

dren. Sunday School teachers, 
pray. Pray definitely, pray earnest- 
ly, pray expectantly. Of all that 
I heard in my own Sunday School 
days nothing impressed me so as a 
story of a teacher who prayed 
earnestly for all her scholars and 
all were converted. I was a mere 
boy when I heard it, but when in 
later years I got back into Sunday 
School as a teacher I remembered 
it and I prayed. My class was com- 
posed of reckless boys, but I saw 
every one of them, with possibly 
one exception, make a profession 
of faith in Christ. 


2. The second step towards the 
conversion of the children is the 
use of the Word of God. The Word 
of God is the instrument God has 
appointed for conviction, conver- 
sion and regeneration (1 Pet. 1:23; 
Jas. 1:18). Fathers, mothers, Sun- 
day School teachers, study your 
Bibles to find out just how to use 
them in leading a soul to Christ, 
and then use them in that way 
with the children in the Sunday 
School class, in the home, in the 
inquiry room and everywhere. 


3. If we are to convert the chil- 
dren we must be baptized with the 
Holy Spirit. Jesus said, “Ye shall 
receive power after that the Holy 
Ghost is come upon you.” Holy 
Ghost power is what every parent 
needs and must have. Holy Ghost 
power is what every Sunday 
School teacher needs and must 
have. I once met a gentleman and 
lady who had read an address on 
the baptism with the Spirit, and 
they had sought and received this 
baptism; so when I visited the 
city where they lived, they came 
to see me. Their hearts were full of 
joy. The man told me what won- 
drous things God had done for him 
by the Holy Spirit’s power. Then 
the wife broke in and said, “Yes, 
and the best part of it is that 
I have been able to get into the 
hearts of my own children, which 
I was never able to do before.” 


Ah! that is what we want, par- 
ents, to get into the hearts of our 
children. The baptism with the 
Holy Spirit is the secret. It is not 
enough that we can interest and 
amuse and instruct the children. 
It is not enough that we can draw 
pretty pictures on the blackboard 
and play kindergarten games, and 
sing bright songs, and get texts of 
Scripture, and pretty notions into 
the children’s heads. We must get 
Christ into their hearts. We must 
get them to take Jesus as their 
own Saviour, to trust in the shed 
blood of calvary and to surrender 
to Christ as their Lord and Mas- 
ter, and confess Him as such be- 
fore the world. We must get them 
saved. Much of our Sunday School 
work and of all our children’s 
work in this day is tomfoolery and 
an abomination in the sight of 
God. We get the children—yes, we 
get them in droves, and we amuse 
them, and we instruct them, and we 
delight them, and we send them 
home happy and resolved to come 
again, and then we fancy we have 
done a good work for God, but, 
in reality we have done ---nothing

for God but much for the Devil. 
If the children are not converted 
your work is a failure. The con- 
version may not always be im- 
mediate. It takes time to effect 
real conversion, and sometimes 
the fruit may not appear until 
years after, but if. there is not 
converting power in your work 
either now or ultimately, your 
work has been a failure. That 
there may be converting power in 
our work we must save the Holy 
Ghost. It is not enough that we 
know the lesson, it is not enough 
that we understand all these new- 
fangled ways of teaching and in- 
teresting the scholars, we must 
have the Holy Ghost. Ah! the 
teacher that knows nothing about 
using the blackboard and that sort 
of thing, but knows the power of 
the Spirit, is worth a hundred who 
have gone to all the schools of 
methods and can draw as well as 
Frank Beard himself, but don’t 


know the power of the Holy 
Ghost. 


4. We should hold special meet- 
ings for children. In these meet- 


ings as the children come in they 


should be placed in classes of four 
or five, with a teacher at the end 
of each class. There should be 
first a class of boys and then a 
class of girls. This will prevent dis- 
order and noise. There should be 
a good deal of singing, and the 
hymns should be bright and fresh 
and of a character that the chil- 
dren can understand. They should 
be taught the hymns verse by 
verse, and the meaning of the 
hymns should be explained. Hymns 
setting forth God’s love and the 
atoning death of Christ should be 
especially used. Children enjoy 
Singing the same verse over and 
over .again until the truth has 


sunk itself way down into their 
hearts. 


The sermon should be short and 
simple, emphasizing the great 
facts, that all, including children, 
are sinners, and that Jesus has 
borne our sin in His own body 
on the tree. It should be made 
very clear just what one must do 
to be saved. When the sermon is 
over, there should be a few mo- 
ments of silent prayer, then the 
conductor of the meeting should 
lead in a simple direct prayer to 
God, having the children follow 
him audibly, sentence by sentence. 
When this is done, each teacher 
of a class should deal personally 
with each child in the class, seek- 
ing to bring each one to an im- 
mediate and intelligent acceptance 
of Christ as Saviour. I have found 
this prayer, that is simple and 
easily remembered, of great help: 


“Jesus take this heart of mine, 

Make it pure, and wholly Thine, 
Thou hast. bled and died for me, 
I will henceforth live for Thee.”
